WASHINGTON. Oct. 29 —Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt says he has ample 
proof of his charge th a t Nazi G er­ 
m any has secret plans to divide up 
South and C entral 
America 
mto 
five ‘‘vassal'’ states as p art of its 
“new world order.” 
But disclosure of supporting docu­ 
m ents in his possession apparently 
will have to wait—perhaps until 
afte r the war is over. 
The chief executive told his press 
conference late yesterday th a t the 
lives of some people m ight be en­ 
dangered and scores of future in­ 
form ation destroyed if he were to 
publish the secret Nazi m ap which 
he m entioned in his Navy day ad ­ 
dress. In th a t speech Mr. Roosevelt 
said the m ap of a partitioned Latin 
America had been m ade in G er­ 
m any by “H itler’s 
planners” 
but 
had since come into the possession 
of this government. 
In response to further questions 
he refused to nam e the five “vas­ 
sal” states, but 
reiterated
